VVhitish Moth, elouded vvith brovvn varicga- 
tions, the pattern nearly similar on both 
surfaces , the inferior tinged vvith violet- 
colour. 


The largc and elegant motli represented on the 
present plate is a native of Surinanı, and appcars to 
have been first deseribed and figured by the cele- 
brated Madanı Merimn, in her history of the insects 
of that country. The caterpillar or larva fceds on 
the leaves of the Gamboge-trec, and is of a fine 
green, variegated vith large, transverse, black bands 2 
but some time before its assuming the form of a 
chrysalis it is observed to exhibit a remarkable al- 
teration of colour, tlie green changing to a beautiful 
red. This species is commonly, but mistakcnly,

quoted as the Phalaena Strix of Linnasus, that insect 
belonging to a different division oF the genus, and 
being allied to the present specics only in the gencral 
distribution of its colours, In the Leverian Museum 
may be secn tvo very finc specimens of the Phalena 
Azrippina.
